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1. Applicants have elected Group I, claims 1-6, 
essentially without traverse with regard to the restriction 
requirement between that group and Group II. Applicants have 
traversed the restriction between the hydrogenated and non- 
hydrogenated resins as represented in Group I by claims 1 and 4-7 
and claims 2 and 3, respectively. Applicants have argued that 
the hydrogenated resin represents no additional burden on the 
Examiner to consider. This argument has been considered but not 
found persuasive insofar as the specifics of the hydrogenation as 
represented by claim 3 represent a materially different issue 
with regard to patentability not present in the non- hydrogenated 
resin and requiring additional search and additional 
consideration as to patentability. The restriction requirement 
is, therefore, maintained and made FINAL .
